The tubes affected are the Baker 
Street and Waterloo, the Central 
Zbondon, the City and South London, 
the Brompton and Piccadilly, and the 
Hampstead and Highgate. -Hundreds 
of thousands of persons travel to and 
’ from work by these systems daily. 

The resolution in favor of the strike 
‘was also submitted to the workers on 
the District Underground Railway, 
which is London’s biggest tube sys- 
tem, and was only defeated by a small 
- Majority. A similar proposal was 
considered by a joint meeting of the 
Great Western and London and North- 
western Electric trainmen, but they 
decided to support the executives of 
the trade unions concerned. However, 
fn the event of being drafted into the 
districts affected by*the tube strike, 
the men of the systems mentioned 
would call upon the governing boards 
@f the unions: to: declare a national 
strike of all sections of railway. labor. 

The dispute is over an agreement 
recently signed by representatives of 
the Railway Executive Committee, the 
National Union .of Railway men and 
the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers, under which the -eight- 
hour working day was given to all 
gwections of the men. The workers’ 
. representatives contend that it wag 
made perfectly clear that all conces- 
sions previously made and in opera- 
tion were to be continued, including 
* relief time,” which many of the 
men had always received. 

It is now stated that after some 
negotiations and discussion, the Rail- 
way Executive Committee has decided 

that relief time was not-to be given 
ade the eight-hour day, which 
would mean that a man must com- 
plete eight hours of work without an 
interval for refreshment or rest.

Colonel -E. A. Deeds; whom Charles E. 
Hughes recommended be brought to 
court-martial “on charges of acting as 
confidential adviser to a former business 
associate and who was subsequently ex- 
onerated py a board of inquiry, was 
warmly defended last night by’ Secre- 
tary of War Baker, speaking at’ a din- 
ner tendered to Captain Edward V. 
Rickenbacker, America’s ‘ace of 
aces,” at the Waldorf-Astoria by the 


Contest Board of the Automobile Asso-| at 


clation of America. Colonel Deeds heard 
the Secretary's praise of him. 

Secretary Baker cited figures showing 
the number of airplanes America had 
when-we entered the war, and gave fig- 
ures -showing the number at the time 
the armistice Was signed. He praised 
Colonel Deeds highly and ali those as- 
sociated with him in the designing and 
manufacture of the Liberty motor. 

‘‘ There is present here.a man who, 
with a drawing board and a couple. of 
Pencils, locked -imself in a room and 
came out with the Liberty motor,’’ con- 
tinued the Secretary. ‘‘ There is at a 
table in this room Colonel Deeds, who 
walked anpund Washington with air- 
planes flying off the tips of his fingers. 
His imagination peopled the sky with 
airplanes. 

‘* Thére are those who think that Colo- 
nel Deeds. wanted to attain the unattain- 
able, but I want to say that he went 
into the aircraft problems in such a way 
that he allowed nothing to stand in the 
way of the program that he set up. As 
a result, in the first year of the war the 


‘Liberty motor was designed, tested, im- 


proved, and placed in quantity manu- 
facture and 1,100 motors were produced. 
In the next six months 18,000 were pro- 
duced. I make bold to say that I 
believe that nowhere in istory of 
industrial achievement is thére’a record 
equal to that. 


Parliament for Meters. 


**I know of what I speak, for I went 
to France and England and I talked to 
many ministers, and I want to say that 
those officials would have traded their 
guns or the Houses of Parliament for 
the Liberty motor. Our conversations, 
no matter on what subject, always 
ended when they asked me how many 
Liberty motors we could give them and 
how soon we could send them over. 

“There was also a spruce shortage.

The medical side 
of the air service studied the problem, 
and concluded that the difficulty with 
the men concerned itself with the high 
altitude they flew.at; therefore they 
designed an oxygen device that was 
beneficial, and at the end of the war 
we. were producing. them at the rate of 
25,000 a month. 

‘From the beginning to the end of 
the war I think it is a fair statement to 
say that ‘we had exceeded, in the in- 
genuity of our contribution, in the or- 
ganization of our facilities, in the ‘speed 
ef our production and in the promises 
of the immediate future of the air serv- 
ice, the. work of. all-the other nations 
allied with us together. : ;

BERLIN, Feb. 2, (via Copenhagen. ) 
—Even before the delegates to the-Na- 
tional Convention have bégun to ar- 
rive at Weimar that would-be second 
German capital has witnessed some- 
thing very akin to a Spartacide per- 
formance. 

About 100. chasseurs arrived there 
last night to prepare quarters for the 
rest of the Government troops selected 
for the protection of Weimar. They 
were received at the railway station 
by the local Soldiers’ Council of, the 
94th Regiment, which demanded their 
immediate disarmament. This demand 
was complied with. 

Some: officers, who left the station 
before the Soldiers’ Council arrived 
there, were encountered by the latter 
2 o'clock in the morning at the Café 
Sperling, and refused to disarm. As 


-|they were greatly. outnumbered by the 
soldiers they gave up and were ar-| 


rested. 

Troops arriving later were not mo- 
lested. The officers were also re- 
leased afterward, and ae arms were 
restored: 

The local Soldiers’ Counéil éxplainéd 
its action as due to its fear of being 
expelled from its own barracks, in 
which the chasseurs were to be quar- 
tered: The People’s Commissioners 
have since given ordess-to find new 
quarters for the chasseurs. 

The incideft, of course, will serve to 
increase distrust in the present Goy- 
ernment’s foresight and ability to 
manage the critical situation. Even 
after a long series of woeful experi- 
ences with the Spartacide and Com- 
munist Soldiers’ Councils, the Gov- 
ernment again neglected the simplest 
measures to assure itself of the loyalty 
‘of the Weimar Soldiers’ Council, mere- 
ly taking it for granted. 

The danger that the 94th Regiment 
garrisoned at Weimar might repeat its 
Spartacide performance is small, be- 
cause it is now largely outnumbered 
by Government troops... There is, 
however,. alarming news from Eisen- 
ach, Erfurt, Halle, and Gotha, ac- 
cording’ to which a Spartacide. attack 
on the National Convention is being 
prepared in all these towns. 

At Ejisenach the Soldiers’ Council 
voted, 62 to 52 for “ refusing protec- 
tion to the National Convention.” It 
also took possession of the telegraph 
office.. 

In Erfurt the Spartacides armed 
themselves with rifles and twenty 
rounds of ammunition each, from the 
stores ofa small arms factory there, 
with the™openly avowed intention of 
paying a visit to Weimar. 

The Government has taken various 
precautions, demanding, for instance, 
that every visitor to Weimar must be. 
provided with a passport stating the 
nature of his business. \There is, how- 


apprehension, namely: Are the sol- 
diers who so readily consented to dis-. 
armament to be trusted with the pro- 
éction of the National Convention? 
Parley Restores Bremen Peace. 

Bremen is at peace again, even if 
only temporarily, after two days of 
negotiations which were participated 
in by the Berlin Government, repre- 
sentatives @f General Gerstenberg’s 
division; the Bremen Government, the 
Bremer Majority Socialists, and the 
‘Hamburg and Oldenburg Soldiers’ and 
Workers’ Councils. 

The People’s, Commissioners at 
Bremen consented to resign if the 
Berlin Government should desire them 
to do so. The armed workers at 
Bremen declared their readiness to 
deliver their arms to the 9th Army 
Corps, which guaranteed that the dis- 
armament shall be complete and that 
_order shall be restored in Bremen. 

The Bremen Majority Socialists re- 
quested the immediate withdrawal of 
the division of General Gerstenberg, 
as its mission was finished. Gersten-- 
ber'g consented not to occupy Bremen 
unless the other-side should receive 
reinforcements from outside, as had 
been threatened. 

That is the present situation, which 
looks very much like another compro- 
mise. Gerstenberg’s division will re-

CHANGED OVER THERE 


His Ideals as Voiced in Fine 
Phrases Not This People’s 
Ideals, Maine Senator Insists. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—ip the Sen- 
ate today Senator Hale, Republican, of 
Maine, attacked the policy of President 
Wilson at the Paris conferénce. The 
President, he said, appeared to have 
drifted from the- prograsa which, he 
said, he outlined before going to Paris 
of having the war settled on a basis of 
exacting retribution from Germany, and 


bringing apout a peace that would end 
militarism. Instead of pursuing that 
policy,’ the Maine Senator sald, the 
President had a8éumed an attitude that 
would mean the surrender of the sover- 
eignty of nations, which would be swal- 
lowed up in intérhationalleam. This 
might mean in the end the heavy arma- 
ment of nations to protect themselves 
from another war. 

‘The issue comes squarely down to 
the question whether the people of this 
country went into the war and carried 
it through for the purposes proclaimed 
by the President,’’ said Senator Hale. 
“If the President is right, then let us 
make a peace that isin conformity with 
such humanitarian purposes, and in the 
future @et us govern our actions toward 
the rest of the world in the spirit of sac- 
rifice that these high and extremely un- 
selfish purposes demand. We may have 
to surrender our sovereignty as a na- 
tion; we may have to maintain armies 
in all parts of the world; we may have 
to finance and set upon their feet and 
sustain the less fortunate nations of the 
world. What does it matter? It is all 
in the program, and if that is what we 
fought for we should be making but a 
poor showing as a nation if we balked 


at any of these things. 

‘“I do not wish*to decry the work of 
the President of the United States. I 
have ‘already given him credit for sin- 
cerity in his motives, but I believe that 
his ideals are not the ideals of the vast 
majority of the people of the United 
States. The American people never un- 
derstood the meaning and consequence 
of the ideals.and policies of President 
Wilson, They were given out at a time 
when as Commander in Chief of the 
armies of the country it .was held unf- 
versally to be an unpardonabte sin to 
criticise the President. 

‘But the. theorists, the idealists, the 

ple espec. who never would have 
had us go in the war, are now in 
the front line trenches, loudly and vocif- 
erously contending for the millénnium. 
But underneath all this the great still 
mass of the American people are await- 
ing their time. They are a patriotic 
people. They never would have con- 
sented to go to war had they not be- 
lieved their. country to be in danger. 

‘‘The American people will not stand 
for any’plan that in any way affects or 
commits them to any policy of inter- 
nationalizing their sovtreignty as a na- 
on. The American people are for 
America first, and they have no desire 
nor intention to wander.very far from 
the faith and the teachings. of their 
fathers.’

The draft does not, 
it is reported, go into such details as 
prohibiting the use of the submarine 
in warfare, - discussing freedom of the 
seas, and like subjects, although it 
does touch on the limitation of arma- 
ments; naval as well as military. 

The report of the committee will be 
the first presented to the plenary 
conference. As the committee in- 
cludes representatives of all the great 
powers and many of the smaller ones, 
it is assumed that approval by 
Peace Conference will be assured in 
advance.

PARIS, Feb. 3.—‘‘ The question of 
the League of Nations is so far ad- 
vanced that I regard it as ‘practically 
settled,’’ said one of the best Amer- 
ican aypborities this morning. 

Undoubtedly matters have moved 
rapidly in the last few hours. Galley 
proofs of the League plan have been 
passed around for final approval, and 
unless some upexpected differences 
arise the world will soon know the 
details of the scheme adopted for 
making war more difficuk in the 
future. ~ . 

Al} the conflicts between the allied 
powers are already in process of set- 
tlement under:-League principles. That 
between Italy and the Jugoslavs, 
which has been the most difficult and 
menacing, seems to be neariitig solu- 
tion by agreement. 


~The next great problem, that. of 


‘| finance, is ‘now claiming the attention 


of the conference leaders. The first 
step will be to fix the amount which 
Germany shall pay, and the commit. 
tee will soon make its report, 

The plan to be followed is along the 
general line which has been advocated 
editorially in THr New YorK TIMEs. 
The amount to be assessed against 
Germany will be the maximum of 
what she can pay without impairing 
the productive capacity ‘necessary. to 
paying the largest possible sum. Ger- 
many will probably not be consulted 
regarding the amount, but necessarily 
will have a yoice regarding the time 
and terms.

Bavarian Premier Arrives in 
Berné to Attend: Socialist 
and Labor Congress.

BERNE, Feb. 3.—Kurt’ Eisner, the 
Bavarian Prime Minister, who has just 
arrived in Berne to attend the Inter- 
national Socialist and Labor Congress, 
willingly received. your correspondent 
and-gave him an interview for trans- 
mission to the United States. 

Before becoming Bavarian \Prime 
Minister, Eisner was imprisoned eight 
and a half months and treated as a 
common criminal. Owing to this and 
his war privations, he looks positively 
shrunken, not with age but with 
weakness, and. seems to be greatly in 
need of a nourishing diet. 

It he looks physically rai 
ever, his brain is extrao: 
and vigorous. 

Eisner .considers the union of dis 
man-speaking Austria~-and Germany 
probable. Concerning the monarciiist 
party in Germany, he says it exists 
but. is not important, and that there 
is no ,hope fo the restoration of the 
monarchy. « Although Eisner is ap- 
parently uncertain as to the form 
which the future German Government 
will take, he inclines to think that it- 
will . be- a federation .on the United 
States model. 

Many fears were entertained by 
Eisner’s followers that, owing to the 
women‘s vote, reaction in Bavaria 
would triumph, but the elections 
showed that the women were much 
less reactionary than. had been sup- 

Referring to the German working- 
men’s alleged disinclination to work; 
Eisner says that they are not capable 
of work because they are tired and 
underfed. He considers that inca- 
pacity rather than unreadiness to 
work is the trouble. ; 

‘Bolshevism cannot hope to prevail 
in Germany, he believes, although the 
working people are absolutely .deter- 
mined to reorganize the whole of s0- 
ciety on an entirely new basis. 

Hisner insists that President Wilson 
is quite right in putting the League of 
Nations first and trying to settle the 
world’s peace afterward. He assured 
me that until October, 1918, the great 
mass of the German people believed 
that Germany must win, and were 
quite surprised when they finally .re- 
alized that she could not do so. The 
newspapers, he said, were mainly re- 
sponsible for these false notions. ©

' Peincare With Him. 


The President was accompanied to 
the Palais Bourbon by President Poin- 
caré, who called for him at the Murat 
mansion. Premier Clemenceau and M. 
Dubost, President of the Senate, were 
also in the party, which reached the 
Palais Bourbon exactly at 5 o’clock. 

Paul Deschanel, President of the 
Chamber, received the party on the 
steps of the building, standing Sare- 
headed in the damp and chilly weath- 
er. The party then disappeared into 
the Chamber, M. Deschanel leading 
the way, with Mr. Wilson and M. 
Poincaré walking side by side and 
with M. Dubost and M: Clemenceau 
bringing up the rear. 

Military honors were rendered by 
the Republican Guard, resplendent in 
new uniforms and full regalia. The 
Presidential party entered the Cham- 
ber amid a fanfare of bugles and. the 
rolling of drums. Then the band of 
the Republican Guard played the 
American national qnthem and “ The 
Marseillaise,’’ all those inside in the 
Chamber meanwhile rising and cheer- 
ing. 

The Chamber was decorated with 
French and American flags. The spa- 
cious room was packed to its capacity, 
while in the galleries some Of the ped- 
ple held on to the rafters. 

President Wilson, President Poin- 
caré, and M. Clemenceau and M. Du- 
bost had seats facing the Presidential 
chair, which was occupied by M. 
Deschanel, who opened the sitting. 

Mrs. Wilson, Mme. Poincaré, and 
Mme. Deschanel had seats in the Pres- 
idential gallery, while the diplomatic 
section was filled with many distin- 
guished personalities, including mem- 
bers of the’ Peace Corfference, among 
them David Lloyd George, the Brit- 
ish’Premier; Arthur J. Balfour, the 
British Foreign Secretary, and Secre- 
tary Lansing. All the Ministers were 
on the Government bench. 

M. Deschanel opened the sitting by. 
Gelivering a short but eloquent speech 
of welcome, to which President Wil- 
son replied in English, an interpreter 
translating his words into French. 

All Stand as Wilson Speaks. 

As President Wilson rose and 
walked toward the tribune with a 
quick step, the Deputies, Senators, 
and others arose and cheered and ap- 
plauded for fully five minutes. The 
audience insisted on hearing the 
President’s address standing, MM. 
Poincaré, Clemenceau, and Dubost 
rising with the rest. This seemed to 
embarrass President Wilson, who 
made gestures that the Deputies re- 
main seated, but they shouted, 
‘* Standing! We will hear you 
standing! *’ 

President Wilson turned to .M. 
Deschanel, begging him to request 
that the Deputies be seated, but the 
President of the Chamber "shrugged 
his shoulders, as if helpless, and Pres- 
ident Wilson began in a ‘low voice, 
which gained force as he proceeded. 

There was a ripple of applause now 
and then as he was speaking, but the 
majority of the Deputies and Senators 
were unable to understand English 
clearly, and thus the enthusiasm did 
not break out until the interpreter 
translated the speech. Then the Dep- 
utiés and Senators gave full vent to 
their feelings. 


BERNE CONFERENCE OPENS. 


Branting in Chair Praises Wilson— 
No Germans on Committees.- 


BERNE, ‘Feb. 3.—Arthur Henderson, 
the English labor leader, opened the So- 
cialist conference this afternoon with an 
address showing the difficulties which 
he, Samuel. Gompers, Albert Thomas, 
French labor leader, and Emile Vander- 
velde, Belgian Socialist chief, had in ar- 
ranging it. °Hjalmar Branting, the 
Swedish Socialist leader, was elected 
President. 

Bighty delegates, representing twenty- 
one countries, were present, and it was 
stated that more were expected, includ- 
ing seventeen Americans. 

Branting in an address, remarked that 
if the conference at Paris ‘' represented 
the ruling classes, he hoped Berne would 
represent the working classes.’’ There 
was approval and some cheering when 
Brantin said: 

President Wilson is. the/ great pro- 
tector of woreeggpes and the founder 
of the League of Nations.’

IN PARIS THIS WEEK| 


Peace Conference Ses- 
sion on Wednesday. — 


BRITISH VIEW OF SEA POWER 


Delegates Adhere to “ Admiralty 
Policy” of Sufficient Force 
to Meet Any Attack.

PARIS, Feb. 2.—European and 
Asiatic territorial questions are the 
first point on the agenda of the Coun- 
cil of Ten for the earlier sessions of 
the week. Simultaneously with these 
conferences at the Quai d’Orsay, there 
will, be extra .conference discus- 
sions, chiefly at the Villa Murat 
and the Hotel de Crillon in the 
evenings, on the League of Nations, 
while members of the commission will 
at the same time be studying such 
questions as the responsibility for the 
war, reparations, financial problems, 
and the raising of the blockade. 

It is hoped that sufficient progress 
will be. made to enable the holding of 


another plenary session on Wednes-|. 


day, on which day, unless expectations 
are disappointed, a new and. impor- 
tant stage in the construction of the 
League of Nations will be found to 
have been reached. In that event the 
“plenary conference will register a 
formula giving concrete form to the 
league. 
House Has French Proposals. 

Léon Bourgeois, head of the French 
section for the study of the league, 
has handed to Colonel House for Presi- 
dent Wilson and Premiers Clemenceau, 
Lloyd George, and Orlando; a draft of 
proposals for the league, unanimously 
adopted by delegates from unofficial 


associations of the allied powers which | 


have been studying the question dur- 
ing the last week. Some modifica- 
tions may, of course, be introduced 
during the evening conferences at the 
Villa Murat. but in its main outlines 
this unofficial scheme, which has the 
support of American, British, French, 
Italian, and Belgian associations in 
favor of the league, is expected to pro- 
vide the formula which the next 
plenary conference will adopt. Presi- 
dent Wilson will introduce the reso- 
lution to the conference. 

With the adoption of concrete pro- 
posals for the league, the conference 
will have reached a point where it can 
be said that guarantees are provided 
for the obligations which the peace- 
makers are contracting toward the 
world. The league will be the conse- 
cration of the peace terms. It will 
also imply the abdication of selfish 
national aspirations for the common 
weal, . 

There is some disparity between the 
American and British expectations as 
to the course of procedure during the 
week. While in American quarters it 
is thought that the ‘‘ freedom of the 
seas '’ will come up for early discus- 
sion, the British understanding ig, that 
this is a question which cannot be de- 
bated in all its phases and as a whole 
until German, is summoned to Ver- 
sailles. 

British for “ Admiralty Policy.” 

According to the British view, no 
decisions can be taken by the British 
Government until the future policy of 
Germany is clearly established, with 
definite assurances that it will not be- 
come a menace. The British attitude 
in regard to the whole question of the 
freedom of the seas was today de- 
fined as the ‘‘ Admiralty policy.'’ In 
other words, the political side of the 
subject takes secondary place by com- 
parison with the Admiralty view that 
the interest of the far-flung British 
Empire must be adequately safe- 
guarded by a navy sufficiently strong 
to meet any attack such as Germany 
made in 1914 upon the safety of the 
world. This attitude does not imply 
any lack of accord with the American 
program of naval construction. Agree- 
ment between America and Great 
Britain on that point, it is considered, 
can easily be reached. A working 
agreement would permit of limitations 
of armament, which Great Britain, on 
her side, is anxious to secure. 

With Germany a member of the 
League of Nations, and abiding by its 
prescriptions, British apprehensions 
would receive alleviation, and the 
whole question known as the freedom 
of the seas would be susceptible of 
discussion without the reserves which 
Great Britain put upon her acceptance 
of President Wilson's fourteen points. 


SURE SUBMARINES MUST Go. 


English Correspondent Also Says 
Armaments Will Be Gradually Cut. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—The abolition of 
submarines as warships may be decided 
upon by the League of Nations Commit- 
tee during the coming week, according 
to the Paris correspondent of The Mail. 
It is said that this was one of several 
understandings which were reached dur- 
ing the conference Friday between Pres- 
ident Wilson and ‘Colonel House, Gen- 
eral Smuts, and Robert Cecil, and

first planks of the platform at the ses- 
sions this week. 

British and American delegates, rep- 
resenting the biggest naval ‘powers, are 
said to have sounded all naval opinion 
on this point. It was suggested by some 
that the submarine might be used de- 
fensively between the three-mile limit of 
territorial waters, but the overwhelming 
sentiment was that the undersea boat 
must be abolished outright. 

“ after scrapping the submarine,”’ the 
correspondent says, ‘it is understood 
that recommendation will be made that 
the economic weapon take the place of 
all other weapons in future wars. Re- 
specting disarmament, the League will 
endeavor to work out a scheme by

The work of the committee, he ex- 
plained, would be, first, to study the 
facts which would establish the 
of those responsible for premeditated 
violation of treaties and international 
law, and, second, to fix the penalties 
which would be defined and applied. 

‘This statment was issued: 

The initial meeting of the commis- 
sion on the responsibility for the war 
and its conduct was held today at 3 
o’clock at the Ministry of the Inte- 
rior, and was attended by the dele- 
gates of the powers represented on 
the commission. 

Robert Lansing, Secretary of State 
and chief representative for the Uni- 
ted States, was .chosen President of 
the commission, and Sir Goerdon,;

gation were chosen Vice Presidents. ~ 
M, de la Pradelle was appointed sec- 
retary of the commission. 

It was decided to appoint three sub- 
committees, two for the examination 
of questions of law and one for the 
examination of facts. The following 
persons were named as a committee of 
three to nominate members of the 
‘above mentioned sub-committees and 
to determine the mandate under which 
the sub-committees in. question will 
act: W. F. Massey of the British del- 
egation, M. Tardieu of the French 
delegation, and M. | Politis, Greek def- 
egates. 

The Commission’ on Ports, Water- 
ways, and Railways alsq held its first 
meeting today. 
called to order by M. Clavelle, French 
Minister of Public Works. On his 
motion Signor Crispi, Italian Minister 
of Supplies, was named as Chairman 
and M. Sirton of Belgium Vice Chair- 
man. 

The Supreme Council transmitted a 
request for the admission of members 
of the smaller nationalities to this 
committee, which accordingly added a 
Czech, a Portuguese, and a Pole to 
membership. ™, 

The French and British presented a 
program including recognition of the 
general principle of the right of na- 
tions to control international water- 
ways and international railways, 
which was accepted by the commis- 
sion. The details of this will be con- 
sidered at the next meeting. 

The meeting of the principal com- 
missions designated by the Peace Con- 
ference to prepare work for the con- 
ference is believed to promise a speedy 
conclusion of consideration of: certain 
subjects. 

The President's day was one of hard 
work. Every moment was assigned to 
some special task. First was the 
meeting of the Supreme Council, then 
one of the commission of the Society 
of Nations, and later a long reception 
in the Chamber of Deputies, at which 
the President spoke. So occupied was 
his time that the President had scarce- 
ly time for meals. 

The much-discussed question wheth-, 
er ghe British dominions shall have 
separate representation as national 
units in a Society of Nations is under- 
stood ‘to have ‘een settled favorably as 
far as Great Britain is concerned. 

Numerous conferences have been 
held between representatives of the 
dominions and the British Govern- 
ment, and it is said that a complete 
agreement has been reached that the 
self-governing dominions are entitled 
to places in the society as entities, 
having the same status as any other 
nation. The final decision rests witk 
the Peace Conferénce, but the repre- 
sentatives of the dominions expect no 
objections there inasmuch as Great 
Britain is supporting them. 

Pressing Us to Accept as Mandatory. 


No answer has been returned by the 
Amerijcan delegates to the Peace Con- 
ference to what is said to be an almost 
unanimous desire of the other powers 
that the United States undertake to 
act as mandatory for Armenia and 
other severed provinces of Turkey. 
Such of the American delegates as will 
discuss the situation say that they are 
disposed to resist this development ot 
the plan for mandatories, holding that 
it is the business of Europe to look 
after the Europeans and the people of 
the Near East. 

The argument used by the other 
powers in support of their desire that 
the United States assume some of the 
obligations to care for the welfare of 
backward peoples. affected by the 
peace settlement and assist in their 
advancement to a higher state of civ- 
flization is *ased upon the unlimited 
confidence of other Governments and 
because it is known that the United 
States has no territorial aspirations. 

rthermore, it is argued that the 
confidence of the Armenians and the 
other peoples of the provinces affect- 
ed, through the long-exerted influence 
of Robert College at Constantinople, 
is a strong reason for the participa- 
tion of America as the mandatory 
power. 

The American delegates feel ‘that 
they should await the development of 
sentiment in America‘as to what duties 
may devolve upon the United States 
in connection with its interest in the 
welfare of dependent peoples.

Venizslos Would be Willing, 
However, to Have City Made

PARIS, Feb. 3.—Prentier Venizelos 


of Greece was before the Supreme 
Céuncil of the Peace Conference at its 
session this morning and made a 
statement on the claims of Greece. 
He will continue his presentation at 
temorrow morning’s session. 

The Greek claims, as presented by 
Venizelos, who was accompanied by 
Nicholas Politis, Greek Foreign Min- 
ister, embraced Northerh Epirus, 
Thrace down the Dardanelles, includ- 
ing Constantinople, and the seafront 
along Western Asia Minor, with 
Smyrna as its commercial and geo- 
graphical centre, 

M. Venizelos maintained that the 
Greek race largely predominated in 
these regions. This was so manifest, 
particularly in Northern =pirus, that 
he intimated shis “willingness: to‘ leave: 
the question to a plebiscite of the in- 
habitants of the various regions as the 
means of determining the racial pre- 
dominance. 

Concerning Constantinople, the 
Greek Premier maintained that if Ot- 
toman sovereignty were suppressed, ' 
the natural solution would be to allot 
Constantinople and its  vilayet to 
Greece, with international guarantees 
for the free navigation of the Darda- 
nelles. If the Society of Nations bev 
came a reality, however, the Premier 
suggested that the international im- 
portance of Constantinople might 
make advisable the internationaliza- 
tion of the city under the protection 
of the society, which should select the 


Governor.

The text of a treaty signed on Aug. 17, 
1916, between Rumania and the Quad- 
ruple Entente is published today by the

which Rumania entered. the war. : Fol- 


lowing are the articles: 

cle 1. France, Great Britain, 
Italy, and Russia guarantee the terri- 
torial integrity of the Kingdom ‘of 
Rumania ih the whole extent of its 


present frontiers. 

Article 2, Rumania engages. to de- 
clare war on and attack  Austria- 
Hungary under the conditions stipu- 
lated’ in the “accompanying military 
convention, and also engages on the 
declaration of war to cease economic 
relations and. commercial exchanges 
with the enemies of all the Allies. 

Article 3. France, Great Britain,

Trace Pending Inquiry lato 
Coal Fields Dispute. 


PARIS, Feb. 3, (Associated Press/)— 
The allied commission whith leaves for 
Poland next Saturday to adjust. contro- 
versies bétween the’ Poles and Czecho- 
slovaks over the Teschen coalfieids has 
been ,able to arrange a truce between 
the two nationalities only pending /the 
arrival, of the commission and personal 
examination.by it of the situation there. 
Accordingly, the arrangement. pre- 
scribes the sections where the Poles and 
Czechs are to exercise civil administra- 
tion and military occupation, and regu- 
lates the operation and-disposition of the 
output of the mines. As’soon as possible 
after its arrival the commission will. go 
to Teschen’ to examine the matter at 
issue. This, although almost unknown 
to the outside world, has been a very 
important and. dangerous factor. affect- 
ing relations between the newly created 
States. ~ : 
Title to the Duchy of Teschen ‘is in- 
volved in the controv _ This duchy 
was formerly a part of the crownlands 
of Austrian Silesia and has a population 
of less than 500,000. It is about the size 
of Rhode Island. It is valuable -bécause 
the coal.it produces’.is the only coal 
within the boundaries of either Poland 
or Czechoslovakia whigh will coke, and 
it is regarded as indispensable to the 
manufacturing interests of each State. 


WARSAW, Jan. 31, by Wireless via 
Vienna, (Associated Press.)—The Czecho- 
slovaks are bitterly denounced here -be- 
cause of recent events in the Duchy’ of 
Teschen. Lieutenant Reginald Foster of 
the American Army, representing the 
Peace Commission, is reported to have 
asked Dr. T, G. Masaryk, President of 


Czechoslovakia, if the Allies had -given 
permission for the Czechs to attack the 


Poles. ‘Dr. Masaryk is said to have re- 
plied in the negative, but is reported to 
have added that the territory was neces- 
sary for the development of Czecho- 
slovakia.

DEFENDS Y. M. C. A. 


Dr. Stires of St. Thomas’s Wonders 
Why Salvation Army Did Not 
Defend it. 


The failure of the Salvation. Army to 
go to the defense of the Y. M. C. A. in 
connection with the charge against it, 
was criticised last night by Dr. Ernest 
M. Stirés, rector of St. Thomas's 
Church. Dr. Stires, recently returned 
from.

Dr. Stires told of the many achieve- 
ments of individual Y. M. C. A. work- 
ers and of the tremendous task the as- 
sociation had undertaken. He said he 
ran many of these rumors down and ex- 
pressed surprise that the Salvation

OPPOSES PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 


Favors Government Supervision 
of Intensive Private Control, 
with Guaranteed Returns. 


URGES 5-YEAR EXTENSION 


Deems Longer Perlod of Federal Ad- 
ministration Essential to Proper 
Consideration.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Opposition to 
Government ownership of railroads, and 
advocacy, instead, of Government su- 
pervision of private ownership limited to 
“comparatively few raitroad com- 
panies,’’ was voiced today by Director 
General Hines of the Railroad Adminis- 
tration before the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee. Mr. Hines, who 
already had said his views followed 
those of his. predecessor, Mr. McAdoo, 
insisted that a five-year extension of 
the present Federal control of the rail- 
roads was necessary. 

The new Director General appeared 
with a long statement, of which he read 
about one-third today. He will continue 
on the stand tomorrow. It is expected 
that the four railway brotherhoods will 
present their views on the future of the 
railroads after Mr. Hines has completed 
his testimony. . 

“Brom every standpoint,”’ said Mr. 
Hines to the committee, ‘‘I believe it is 
in the public interest that there should 
be an extension of control to Jan. 1, 
1924. This will insure public service in 
the. meantime under the best conditions 
of public control, instead of under the 
worst conditions of private control. 

‘It will give opportunity for adoption 
of a permanent solution under condi- 


| tions most favorable to perfectly fair 


consideration of every proposal, instead 
of forcing a solution in a period when 
the advocates of a greater social con- 
trol are at a temporary disa@vantage. 
It, will make it practicable to have the 
results of normal operations under Gov- 
ernment contral, which, in my opinion, 
will not be practicable prior to March, 
1921, when the results of the year 1920, 
as well as the results of the year 1919, 
will be available. 

“It will relieve labor of the highly 
wnfair inferences that are now drawn 
from the costs of railroad operation un- 
der Government control, Jt will give 
an opportunity to-give a fair test to the 
proper co-ordination of railroads and in- 
land waterways. It will not prejudice 
any legitimate interest in any way. 
Meantimé, it will leave the President in 
a position where he can perform his 
primary executive function involved, 
that of rendering the transportation 
service , under favorable conditions, 
rather than under conditions of the 
most unfavorable and difficult charac- 


ter. 
Capitalized at Real Value. 


** It may be said that my observations 
necessarily lead to Government owner- 
ship and operation. I do not think so. 
I believe all the objects which I think 
must be achieved to obtain a permanent 
solution can be acpomplished through 
the creation of a*comparatively few 


italization equal only to the real value 
of the property, and which will have a 
moderate guaranteed return with the 
right to participate moderately in any 
additional profits. 

‘* My prediction is that the more this 
subject is discussed the more apparent

THE BRITISH EMBARGO. 

The calmness and patience with 
which Englishmen: receive our out- 
burst about their embargo is praise- 
worthy. The impatience and irrita- 
tion which some of. us, including of- 
ficials, show on the same subject is 
Otherwise. The curious thing about it 
is that the protectionists think that 
they have a vested right in protec- 
tionism, but do not concede the same 
right to British free traders. Yet 
an embargo upon our exports is only 
an obscure phase of protectionism. If 
we cannot export’ we cannot import, 
and that is the object of exclusionist 
tariffs.

The Congress of Rome last April, 
which was a brilliant demonstration of 
the possibility of harmony between 
Italians and Jugoslavs, is recalled in 
the letter from Mr. Savrrcu, former 
head of the Press Bureau of the Ser- 
bian Foreign Office, which is pub- 
lished elsewhere on this page.. The 
friends of both peoples can wish noth- 
ing better than that the two Govern- 


ments might follow the policy which, 


he suggests, and which is also advo- 
cated by strong liberal elements in 
Italy, of getting together once more, 
without intermediaries, to settle their 
difference on a basis of give and take. 
It seeris quite unlikely that either 
side could obtain its maximum de- 
mands, and it is quite certain that for 
either side to-do so would mean con- 
tinued ill-feeling. But it is wholly 
possible that a territorial and economic 














settlement might be reached which 
would be readily accepted by the great 
majority of Italians and the great ma- 
jority of Jugoslavs. 

The chance of such a settlement 
will be much greater if negotiations 
are carried on directly between the 
representatives of the two peoples 
than if any foreign mediation, however 
well disposed, is invoked. The com- 
plicated questions of the Adriatic 
coast can best be settled by the peoples 
who live there, who will have to go 
on living together, on whatever basis, 


after the Peace treaty is signed, and 
who have the greatest possible interest” 


n making such arrangements that 
neither will be embittered against the 
other. Foreign influence, unless ex- 
pressly requested by both sides for 
purposes of afbitration, is iikely to do 
more harm than good. 

_It cannot be forgotten by reasonable 
men in-Italy and im Jugoslavia: that 
the Jugoslav territories will require 
great economic developmént and that 
by geographic necessity the greater 
part of the foret§n assistance in this 
development must come from Italy.

MAJOR CASUALTIES IN FRANCE. 
The table of major casualties of 
thirty combat divisions given out by 
General Marcu, Chief of Staff, should 
have the effect of silencing those crit- 
ics of the military ‘operations in 
France who have complained that 
units in which they were interested 
suffered enormous losses, because they 
did not get the benefit of adequate 
artillery preparation, or were not sup- 
ported by other divisions in the same 
operation. Major casualties are’ said 
to -include: the killed, those who died 
of wounds, the missing, and prisoners 
taken by the enemy.’ The War De- 
partment’s list made up to Jan. 10, 
and therefore not complete, shows 
these casualties to be 56,592, divided 
as follows:. 27,762 killed, 11,396 died 
of wounds, 14,649 missing in action, 
and 2,705 priseners. The missing, 
with few exceptions, may be acezant- 
ed as dead; their bodies could not be 
found, and the-e were cases of men 
killed but go dismengbered as to be un- 
recognizable, From every army there 
are deserters, not necessarily to the 
enemy, but the American Expedition- 
ary Forces had very few of them. 
*. According to the table furnished by 
General Marcu, the Ist Division, a 
Regular organization, had more major 
‘casualties than any other division. 
The total appears as 5,248. But if the 


major casualties of the 5th and 6th | 


Regiments of Marines, which were at- 
tached to the 2d Division, should be 
added to the casualties given for that 
division, 2,965, its total would. be 
almost equal to, if it did not slightly 
exceed, the sum of the major losses of 


}the 1st Division. The 2d Division 


was composed of Regulars and Ma- 





Fines... The major casualties of the 


Marine brigade, according to a late 
dispatch from Washington, were 1,562 
killed; 697 missing, and 35 prisoners, 
a total of 2;294, but they are incom- 
plete. -In ‘all reports of. losses in 
France those of the Marines have been 
kept separate from the combined cas- 
ualties of other American: regiments, 
an arrangement that has caused 
good’ deal of confusion in tabulating. 
The only explanation seems to be that 
the Marines are a navy and not an 
army force. 

The 1st and 2d Divisions (the latter 
including the Marines) had the’ heavi- 
est major casualties because they 
were a long time at the front and were 
in the thick of. many battles. A. Na- 
tional Guard division, the 28th Penn- 
sylvanie, was harder hit than the 34 
Division of Regulars, the totals of 
major casualties being, respectively, 
8,890 and 3,617... New York’s 27th 
(National Guard) Division and 77th 
(National Army). Division are twelfth 
and tenth on the casualty list, with 
2,194 and 2,692 losses, incurred chiefly 
in the great assault on the Hindenburg 
line in the one case, and in the des- 
perate drive through the Argoqnne For- 
est in the other case. The 77th ar- 
rived in France long after the Ist and 
2d Regular Divisions; and the 27th 
reached the scene of. operations after 
a detention of many months at Spar- 
tanburg. A division of much promise; 
the 8lst, (Wildcat,) saw very little 
fighting, having only 370 major cas- 
ualties. It was the fortune of war. 
And go it was with several other com- 
bat units on General Marcn’s list. 
Those divisions that lost heavily were 
either a considerable time in France, 
or, on arriving at the front, they were 
thrown into some of the fiercest battles 
of the war. This is the key to the 
major casualty list. All fought with 
indomitable resolutiog, whether Na- 
tional Army, National Guard, or Reg- 
ular regiments. Intensive training 
and a good cause soon made invincible 
troops of raw matérial. It must be 
borne in mind with regard to the regi- 
ments of the Regular Army engaged 
that there were comparatijvely\few old 
soldiers in their ranks. 

In its issue of Jan. 17 The Stars. and 
Stripes, the organ of the American 
Expeditiehary Forces in France, de- 
cliged to decide which was*the best 
division in the American Army, be- 
cause ‘‘ we do not feel equal just now 
‘* to a fight to the death with the en- 
‘tire A. E. F. minus one division."’ 
The divisional spirit is so robust—and 
shall we say sensitive ?7—that the ques- 
tion of primacy will never be settled. 
The number of casualties suffered will 
not be accepted as a test of efficiency 
and as a measure of prowess.

AN OMISSION. 

Long words are. one of, the recog- 
nized decorations of diplomacy. Their 
‘use comports with the diplomatic tem- 
perament. Moreover, in recent years 
diplomacy has found a special use for 
long words which by common "consent 
mean nothing at all. They are con- 
venient in many kinds of diplomatic 
literature, particularly in what is 
known as a ‘‘ formula ’’—which means 
a sonorous sequetice of words that 
looks well in the papers, and conceals 
for some time the fact that you have 
had to leave a difficult question unset- 
tled. But when diplomats and corre- 
spondents writing about diplomacy use 
long words they ought to agree be-. 
forehand either on the meaning of 
those words, or else that the words 
have no meaning. 

Otherwise there will come up some 
such difficulty as appears in certain 
dispatches about the mandatory prin- 
ciple in dealing with the German colo- 
nies. ° We" have been used to seeing 
the word ‘‘ mandatory ’’ used as de- 
scriptive of the nation which takes 
over the government of a edbior: and 
‘* mandate ’’ as meaning the decision 
of the Peace Conference authorizing 
it to do so. 

But now we have the suggestion that 
the United States ‘‘ may have to ac- 
cept mandatories,’’ meaning on the 
face of it that we might have to rec- 
oncile ourselves to being governed, in 
the name of the League of Nations, 
by Liberia, Siam, the Republic of 
Schwarzburg-Sondershausen, or the 
Anti-Saloon League. 

Since it is impossible that our fa- 
mous three truckloads of documents 
did Kot include an English dictionary, 
it must be that some of our conferees 
are giving new meanings to words. 
The conference has ‘made a great mis- 
take in not appointing at the outset a 
Committee on Definitions, Punctua- 
tion, and Diacritical Markings. 


THE NEW PARLIA CLIENT.

With the old conditions of ‘labor, 
with everything that the “‘intellectual- 
ists,"’ SipNey, Wess ‘end his crowd, 
have done, with unionism and all the 
peculiaritiés of syndicalists, interna- 
tionalists, and the rest, the course of 
things in. Great Britain must have 
made him familiar, With the new 
race, not~so new to him,, of ‘‘ shop 
stewards,’’ the young, uneasy- mega- 
lomaniac race of labor lords in Great 
Britain, he Kas still to deal ; and he 
seems to be ‘' observing ’’ them. 

That there is an exterior Bolshevist 
compulsion on these people seems hard 
to. believe. A lot of new labor leaders 
have taken loud precedence of their 
elders. Hours must be shortened, 
wages must be raised. It is the old 
story of a class that amid all the ra- 
tioning has survived and. been most 
prosperous. That a class, not tvo 
sure of itself, and temporarily the 
best-to-do in England, should arrogate 
to itself the measures to be pursued by 
the new Parliament, will doubtless in- 
terest Mr. Liorp Gsoras, to the ex- 
tent of its votes.

tendency, ‘condemned’ by every logician, 
to argue from the particular to the gen- 
eral. The result is the usual—the al-. 
most inevitable—one of reaching conclu- 
sions entirely wrong. and of exagger- 
ating enormously the importance of the 
irritability and antagonism that invari- 
ably arise when the representatives of 
unlike civilizations rub up against each 
otner. 

Human beings, or the great majority 
of them, are so constituted that differ- 
ences ,in habits and standards. from 
themselves seem to be evidences of in- 
feriority, and it is this fact that accounts 
for the dislikes which not a few of our 
soldiers have developed for the French 
and English troops with or near whom 
they have been brigaded. Doubtless the 
French soldiers have done the same 
thing as regards both the English and 
the Americans, the English soldiers as 
regards the Americans and the French. 

Those who retail this sort of talk .for- 
get that {ill-tempered gossip of the same 
gort..can’ be collected’ in ‘any amount 
right here at home by anybody with 
time to waste in listening to what our 
eity and ‘country folk say about each 
other or to the mutual criticism in 
which folk Hving in different parts af 
the country constantly indulge. Really, 
however, the inhabitants of the several 
sections neither hate nor despise one an- 
other—they are only bothered and fret- 
ted because their ideas on a good many4 
subjects, most of them trivial, are un- 
like. ; 

And that is all there is to the so sol- 
emnly exploited hostility between the 
soldiers who only a few weeks ago were 
risking their lives side by side in equally 
heroic and effective defense of the cause 
in which they all believed.

and French. Germany are the de- 
ductions hastily drawn as to the discov- 
ery by the men-in the American Army 
of Occupation that the German, when 
on his good behavior, is a kindly and 
companionable, person, and that wher 
conditions are favorable, as they were 
and are in Treves and Coblenz, his mu- 
nicipal and domestic housekeeping is not 
equaled in French towns where the con- 
ditions have beén much worse. 

We are asked to believe that, as a re- 
sult, the American soldiers have fergot- 
ten all that they have read and heard, 
and all that they saw for themselves, 
as to the behavior of the German when 
he is waging war on land and sea. That, 
too, is a case of reasoning from the par- 
ticular to the general, complicated by 
failure to remember that what the less 
thoughtful of the ‘*doughboys "' are now 
really comparing is not the German with 
Pthe Frenchman, but the comfort and 
safety he is now enjoying with the 
hardships and perils of war in its most 
desperate form. 

Something of an inclination toward 
fraternization is the natural conse- 
quence, and the Germans are quite in- 
telligent enough to seek and obtain what 
advantages they can by bearing them- 
selves courteously toward men whom, 
not long ago, they were calling ‘' pig- 
dogs ’’~men ‘whom now less than ever 
have they any reason for liking.

AN ADRIATIC SETTLEMENT. 


It Can Best Be Reached by Direct 
Negotiation Between Italians 
and Jugoslavs. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The . Italo-Jugosiav controversy over 
the territories. ceded to Italy. by the 
secret treaty of London is going on, em- 
bittering the feelings on’ both ° sides. 
Whatever might be the décision of the 
Peace Conference at Versailles with 
America as an ump?re, the present con- 
troversy might result,.if not stopped, in 
a deeper misunderstanding between the 
Italians and the Jugoslavs, prejudicial 
to their best interests. They are heigh- 
bors and very much interdependent. 
Their co-operation in the future on those 
now disputed shores offers to both na- 
tions many and obvious ‘advantages. 
Jugosiavs and Italians have repeated to 
satiety their arguments before the pub- 
lic of this country in behalf of their re- 
spective attitudes, and nothing more can 
be gained by further arguing. 

A fair and honorable issue, however, 
remains open to them. Is not their quar- 
rel at least partly instigated and secretly 
managed by an enemy who sees in the 
Italo-Jugoslav dispute the best oppor- 
tunity for asserting again his own mas- 
tery over the. Adriatic? Are they.not 
both, perhaps, victims of a cleverly 
planned intrigue, which adroitlhy exploits 
a superficial antagonism of. two. very 
susceptible peoples, not allowing them 
to see their real and permanent inter- 
ests pointing to friendship and co-oper- 
ation? 

In spite of everything that has been 
done and said to estrange the Italidns 
and the Jugoslevs, and, if possible, to 
create arb unbridgable gulf between 
them, is not very encouraging that 
when these two peoples met each other 
directly and spoke openly, as was the 
case last April at the Congress of Na- 
tionalities in Rome, they were able to 
arrive easily at an agreement and to 
create an atmosphere of perfect mutual 
confidence. Let us, the Italians and the 
Jugosiavs, be chary of high words, but 
let. us make a sincere effort to resusci- 
tate the spirit which presided over and 
inspired our mutual discussions at Rome 
last April. ° 

Under ‘the protection of that white 
dove of peace and trust, Italians and 
Jugoslavs may by direct negotiations of 
their representatives reach an. agree- 
ment more valuable to both of them 
than even a decision imposed upon them 
by the Peace Conference at Versailles. 
A. solution of all principal questions 
surely could be found by themselves, 
and the minor details which might pre- 


Seht difficulties for settlement by direct 
negotiations should be referred to the 
Peace Conference at Versailles.

In the second place, my name, which was 
on the list, #8 used wrongly. by yourself.

* The Government’s guarantee _ to 
wheat produeers should be made good,” 
said Mr. Van Dusen, ‘“andg this shoutd 
bs done through a/fund administered by 
a Government: agency sufficient to take 
care of any loss and to establish credit 
on which to carry on business. The 
Grain Corporation of the United States 
Food Administration is the best agency 
for making the guarantee éffective. It 
is‘too early now to make a specific plan 
under which this agency should operate, 
as any plan must be governed to a large 
extent by the size of thé Wheat ¢rop to 
be handled, and of course that is 
problematical.’”’ - 

The bill proposes to pay the farmer 
the guaranteed price of $2.26 fer wheat 
cffered_ for sale up to June, 1920. Somé 
experts have estimated that the loss to 
the Go ment oF consumers will reach 
more ‘than $5,000,000;000. Wheat prices 
generally are fixed by the Liverpool 
rearket, and the. belief exists that there 
will be at least a difference of a dollar 
a bushel. between the guaranteed price 
and the market price in 1919. The con- 
suming public will demand that wheat 
be sold at sucha figure; experts for the 
Agricultural Department assert, that 
bread can, he bought for <5 cents a leaf 
when normal times return some time 
rext year.

Pershing has been authorized by the 
War: Department to sénd home for im- 
mediate discharge fronj_th€ “army any 
drafted or. enlisted man who presents 
-convincing evidence of sickness or other 
distress in his family. The department 
announced today that men may make 
their own requests for discharge, or the 
request may be made direct to General 
Pershing by letter or cable by a member 
of the soldier's: family. or other inter- 
ested and responsible persons, accom- 
panied. by sufficient testimony that sick- 
ness or other distress. exists. 

General Pershing also has been author- 
ized to discharge in Europe, on their 
own application, men who. haye good 
reasons for leaving the army and who 
waive any claim for sea travel allow- 
ances from Europe to the United States. 
Meniso discharged will be paid travel 
allowances: from their station in -Europe 
to. the ‘port ‘of: embarkation: and’ from 
Hoboken; N. J., to the place’ of induction’ 
into the service. 

These instructions apply to enlisted 
or drafted men who ente the service 
after April 1, 1917. Men who entered 
the service before that date may be fur- 
loughed to the United States when sick- 
ness or distress in. the soldier's family 
is clearly indicated.

Frank H. Carpenter, general agent of 
the American Woolen Company, in a 
statement issued today regarding the sit- 
uation at Lawrence, said: 

‘‘ The situation is being handled to the 
éritire satisfaction of the company by 
the Lawrence agents and their reports to 
us are most encouraging. Of course we 
regret the fact that Lawrence should 
again be picked for an industrial strike 
demonstration, particularly as the 
American Woolen Company’s agents in 
that city were the first to answer the 
demands of the workers and grant fully 
their original demands. - 


Jamestown Mills Shut Down, 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Feb. 3.—Two 
thousand men and women employed in 
Jamestown textile industries are out of 
work. The large mill of William Broad- 
head & Sons and the Jamestown Wor- 
sted Mills, owned by the Broadhead in- 
terests, shut down at noon today, fol- 
lowing similar action on Saturday by 
the Empire and Acme Worsted Mills.

FUR STRIKE AVERTED. 


Paterson Silk Manufacturers Sub- 
mit to War Labor Board. 


6,000 New York fur workers was avert- 
ed last night at a conference between 
representatives of the Associated Fur 
Manufacturers and Morris Kaufman of 
the Fur Workers’ Unfon. The settle- 
ment, however, does not affect fur work- 
ers in independent shops and those of 
the Manufacturers’ Mutual Protective 
Association, who are expected to strike 
at 10 o’clock today. 

The settlement provides for the 44- 
hour week, climination of the slack sea- 
son price, a minimum scale throughout 
the year and an increase of 40 per cent. 
on the minimum scale. The manufac- 
turers are prohibited from giving finiel» 
ing work to contractors without sani- 
tary certificates, and the workers chall 
receive pay for all legal holidays. 

Officials of the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ Union yesterday de- 
clared that more than 10,000 strikers 
against the Dress and Waist Manufact- 
urers’ Association were on the picket 
lines yesterday.
